Linnen, 


Ld % makes %& 
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Linnen, living beſides in a hot 
Climate, its impoſſible he ſhould 
eſcape rhe Itch, much. leſs in an 
Army, where they are! all ſlovens 


| in their Linnen, and Cloaths, in 


the higheſt degree,,and one in« 


| fe&s theother, and feeds the Difſ- 


eaſe with a brined and pickled 
Diet. In fine, never did a Frexch 
Army paſs a Campane, without 
being tormented with the Itch 
inthe worſt degree ; what pickle 
the Freach Army uſed to be in 
Flanders, where the, Air 1s. far 
more temperate than 'in 1:aly, my 
ſelf have been an Eye-witneſs. 
As to the ſecond, its generally 
obſerved, that by continuation of 
a hot Diet, and not ſhifting of 
Linnen, a {mall Itch, with little 
black heads, will change into red 
mattery pimples, and thoſe into 
ſcalding Scabs, - which at Iengtlx 
will turn into great broad Scurf, 
like a Leprofie. To the third,' as 
moſt Towns that are ſituated 
upom 
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upon the Sea, are ſubje& to ſome 
Exdemick Diſeaſe or other, ſo Na- 
ples hath ever been diſpoſed to an 
imperfect Scurvy, which being 
beſieged, and the Inhabitants pen- 
ned up m Rooms, uſing no exer- 
Cciſe, and dietins upon courſe 
dreggiſh powdered Boars Fleſh, 
old hard mouldy Biſcuit, and fli- 
my muſty Water, ( for their Foun- 
tains were filled with dirt, and 
the Air with ſtinks of Carrions, 
dead Carcaſles, and putrid {altiſh 
vapours of the Sea, ) they mult 
unavoidably have been forced into 
a very deep Scurvy ; for the a- 
dequate cauſe being put into atti- 
on, the effect muſt neceſſarily fol- 
low. The fourth is, that the Pox 
1s begotten, between a mang 

PFrenchmananda Neapolitan Whore, 
that was troubled with the Scurvy; 
or to ſpeak more plain, The Pox 
iS a complicated, mixt, or -com- 
pounded Diſeaſe, that's engendred, 


.bred, and knit together .out of

nant mangineſs. That it is a. mixt 
Diſeaſe, is diſcovered by the mixt 
ſigns, ſymptoms, ( or accidents 
ſome iſſuing from the ſcabby Itch, 
others from the Scuryy. Firſt, le 
demonſtrate the Pox' to be a true 
Scurvy. 2ly. That its alſo a per- 
fect mangineſs. 3ly. That it is 
neither a Scurvy nor mangineſs 
ſingly by themſelves, but a .Diſ- 
eaſe that is engendred or bred 
out of a Scurvy and ,mangineſs, 
being complicated and knit toge- 
ther. 4. Thatthe Scurvy, where- 
of the Pox doth conſiſt, is not ſuch 
a common. Exaemick Scurvy, as 
the Air doth breed here in Exg- 

| land ; but an Epidemick Scurvy, 
. Þ much differing from the other. As 
to the firſt, that the Pox 1s a true 
Scurvy, may rationally be granted, 
becaule the time and place of the 
riſe, or beginning, growth, height, 
ending, Hs, or ſymptoms, pro- 
perties, cauſes, and Cure of the 
Scurvy 
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Scurvy' and Pox are the ſame, as. 
will appear to you in every par- 
ticular. The Pox. its agreed by 
molt Authors had its birth at ./Va- 
ples, and fo had the Scurvy ; for 
before the year 1495. It was ne 
ver heard of, nor mentioned by 
any, but 1s recorded by leveral to 
have received its birth and Name 
art /Vaples 1n the year aforeſaid. It 
was then called Scornmo-Bocca, or 
foul mouth, ({ from Scorzo a foul. 
or ſhameful thing, and Boccs 
mouth, ) and from thence the 0- 
ther names Scorbutum and Scorbeck 
were derived. The next year at- 
ter, It was obſerved to be {ſpread 
among the Hollanders, and Flem- 
zings, being tranſportea thither 
by the Spaniſh Souldiers, that were' 
Tent from Naples 'to Gariſon among 
them, 'who from the T4114» nam- 


ed it 'Scorbeck, The'Pox general- 
ly begins with a Laſſitude or ſore- 


neſsofones Limbs, weakneſs: of the 


Knees and Legs, with a ſmall pain'

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about the Shins, and oppreſſion 
about the middle, blofloms into 
Pinck-colour {pots like Flea-bites, 
Oc.

the Pox. Moreover its a pro- 
Perty of the Pox, never to. ap- 
.pear with the ſame ſigns in two 
Bodies, but in one Body 1s at- 
tended. with ſuch ſigns, in ano- 
ther quite different ; which 1s al 
{o proper -to the Scurvy. Laſtly, 
the Pox rs oft Cured with Ve- 
.getables, that areofa biting ſting- 
ing nature, and contain a great 
Ldeal of mordicant volatil Salt, as 
Ouaiarum, Soapwort, Perſicaria, 
which are alſo proper Remedies 
for the Scurvy. To the ſecond, 
that is a mangineſs, is evidently 
Uiſcovered by its itching, rut 
Ning Scabs, and Scurf, beſides 
Focky Ulcers are generally cover| 
ed with :mangy Seabs, To th 
third, | 
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third, though the Pox and the. 
Scurvy be fo very like, 1ts viſible 
enough, they benot the ſame, but 


| differ in malignity or fierceneſs of 


ſymptoms ;- for though the Pox 
and Scurvy are bvth featured 


| with pimples, botches, and Ul- 


cers,yet. 1. Thoſe in the Scurvy are 
leſs painful, and leſs inflamed, and 
better coloured. 2. In Infedion, 


| the Pox being far more infectious 


than the Scurvy. 3. In itching 
Scabs, and cruſty Ulcers, which 
are not diſcovered 1n the Scurvy. 
So that you may plainly diſcern 
the Scurvy to be a kind of mild 
Pox, and wants nothing but ma- 
lignity of ſymptoms, a ſRronger 
ſting of Infection and itching Scabs 
and Scurff, all which the betfore- 
mentioned mangineſs doth can- 
tribute to it 3 and ſo conſequent- - 
ly out of their Union and coalef- 


cence the Pox muſt neceſſarily re-

5, 
adv. pud. and you muſt neceſla- 
rily grant a malignant Manginels 
to be Pocky, as thoſe do that call 
it Jo's Manginels, St. .Lezarss, 
or St. Sexzents Diteaſe. But thok 
that are curious to be better re- 
folved upon that point, let them 
endeavour to procure my ;great

having traced its motion exactly 
in ſome hundreds of Bodies.

times its hereditary,or got from ones | 
Parents inthe Womb, other times 
its got by Infe&ion. Some Kind 
of Pox is viſible and evident ; 
other kind lieth hidden for ſome 
years , before it breaks out. Ab. 
Zius writes of one, that got the 
Pox in his youth, and did not 
appear before he was grown 
Old. Amatus Tpeaks of another, 
who was troubled with a hidden 
Pox, and got two ſound Children, 
but the third proved Infected with Þ 
a rank Pox. The Mother of thoſe 
Children enjoyed her Health very 
well, until ſhe was - delivered of 
that laſt pocky Child, and then 
her Lips and Breaſt burſted out 
into the Pox. This pocky Boy 
Was 
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was put to Nurſe, who in few 
days was InfeQted, and thereupon 
Inteted her Husband, and two 
| Children more, that ſhe gave 
Suck to. Theſe Children were 
no ſooner taken home, but Infe- 
Qed their Mothers :;*in ſhort, no 
E leſs than Nine were Infected in- a 
| Months time. When I lived at 

Paris, I knew a whole Family, 
| that was 1n the like manner In- 
feted by a pocky Nurſe. Here 
'in London, I have likewiſe taken 
notice of ſeveral Children, that 
died at Nurſe of the Pox, and 
therefore People ought: to be well 
{ adviſed, to whom they put out

in the. Stomach, / But this ſeems. 
Improbable, becauſe there having 
been Whores from the beginning 


of the World, who drave a com- 
mon Trade, they would necef{a- 
rily have bred the Pox long be- 
tore the Siege of Naples. It was 


the opinion of ſome, that the Pox 


was fent into the Frezch Camp by 
| a Neapolitan Witch, whoſe Houſe 


they. 
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they had Robbed ; but this ſeems 


ridiculous to thoſe, rhat believe 
now Miracles are ceaſed, there 
be no Witches more 1n Nature, 

Leonicenns believed, the Pox 


_ took its riſe, from a great over- 


flowing of the River Tyber, which 
vomited up a deal of ſtinking 
rotten Bodies, into a tract of the 
Air, that drove towards Naples, 
where it ſoon kindled the Pox. 
This is unlikely, fince the ſame 


River had overflown many times 


before, without cauſing fuch a 
contagious Diſcaſe. | 
The Germans were of opinion; 


that feeding too oft upon Peale p 


and Bacon might breed the Pox, 


and therefore their Magittrates 
forbad the ſelling of all forts of Þ 


Peaſe. This opinion is ſo unrea- 
ſonable,that it needs no confutation,

the frequency and vigour of Ve- 
nereal Acts, and contracts the Moles 
of the Penis, as I have. obſerved 
from the complaints of ſeveral. In 
concluſioa of this Diſcourſe upon 
Gleets, I will only add a particular 
caſe, andafter thatan Obſervation 
upon Women.
